‘The following is the text of Premier 
lloyd George's speech ag supplied by 
euler s Uiawe ss,oucy: 

“When the government invites the 
organized jabor of iis country to as- 
Sine tues O Maintain the might of 
their armies in the jield, its represen- 
tatives are entitled to ask that any 
misgivings and doubts which any of 
them may have about the purpose to 
which this precious strengtn ig to be 
applied should be definitely cleared. 
And, what is true of organized labor 
ly true of all citizens dn tb 


regardless of trade or yoca- 
tion, When the people by the mil- 
lion are being cailed upon to suffer 
and die, and when yast populations 
are being subjected to the sufferings 
and privations of war on a scale un- 
precedented in the history of the 
world, they are entitled to know for 
What cause or causes they are mak- 
ing the sacrifice. 

“It is only the clearest, the greatest 
and the most just of causes, tuat can 
justify the continuance, even for one 
day, of this unspeakable agony of na- 
tions, and we Ought to be able to state 
clearly and definitely, not only the 
principles for which we are fighting, 
but also their definite and concrete 
upplicaton to the war map of the 
world, We have arrived at the most 
critical hour in this terrible co. ct, 
and before any government takes the 
fateful decision as to the conditions| 
under which we ougnt either to ter- 
minate or continue the struggle, it 
ougnt to be satisticd that the  con- 
science of the nation is behind these 
conditions, for nothing else can sus- 
tain the effort which is necessary to} 
achieve a righteous end to this war, 

Speaking Mind of Empire 

“I have therefore, during the last 
few days, taken special pains to ascer- 
tuin tue vseW ala attitude of repre- 
sentative men of all sections of 
thought and opinion in this country. 
Last week I had the privilege of per- 
using the declared war ends of the! 
Labor party, and also of discussing in| 
detail with labor leaders the meaning | 
and intention of that declaration, I} 
have also had the opportunity of dis-| 
cussing this Momentous question with} 
Mr. Asquith and Viscount Grey. Had! 
it not been that the Nationalist lead- 
era are in Ireland, I should haye been| 


hanvy to exchange v.ews with them; | 
but Mr. Redmond, speaking in their! 
behalf, has with his usual lucidity and 
force in many of his speeches made 
clear what his ideas are as to the ob- 
ject and purposes of the war. 

“I also have had the opportunity 
of consulting certain representatives of 
the great Dominions overseas. I am 
glad to be able to say, as the result 
of al] these discussons, that, although 
the government alone is. responsible 
for the actual language I propose 
using, there is national agreement as 
to the character and purpose of our 
war aims and peace conditions. And 
in what I say to you today, and 
throvgh you to the world, I can ven- 
iure to claim that I am speaking not 
merely the mind of the government, 
but of the nation and the Empire asa 


whole, 
Fighting for— | 
“We may begin by clearing away 
some misunderstundings and stating 
what we are not fighting for. We are 


not fighting a war of aggression 
against the . German people. Their 
leaders have persuaded them that they 
are fighting a war of self-defense 
against a league of riva) nations bent 
on the destruction of Germany. That 
is not so, The destruction or disrup- 
tion of Germany or the German peo- 
ple has never been a war aim with us 
from the first day of this war to this 
day, 

“Most reluctantly, and, indeed, quite 
unprepared for the dreadful ordeal, | 
we were forced to join in this war in 
self-defense. We had to join in the 
struggle or stand aside and see Europe 
£0 under and brute foree triumph 
ever public right and international 
Justice. It was only a realization of 
that dreadful alternative that forced 
the British people into war. And from 
that original attitude they bave never 
fwerved, They have never aimed at} 
breaking up of the German. peoples 
or the disintegration of their state or 
thelr country. 

“Germany has occupied a great 
position in the world. It is not our| 
wish or intention to destroy that posi- 
tion for the future, but rather to turn 
her aside from hopes and schemes of 
military demination and see her de- | 
vote all her strength to the great tasks | 
of the world, Nor are we fighting to 
Cestroy Austria-Hungary, or to de-| 
prive Turkey of its capital or of thel

“It is now more than a year since 
the president of the United States, the} 
neutral, addressed to the belliverents 
the suggestion that each side should! 
State clearly the aim: for which they 
were fighting. We and our Allies re- 
sponded by the note of the tenth of 
January, 1917. To the president's 
appeal] the Central Empires made no 
reply and, despite many adjurations, 
both from opponents and neutruals,| 
they have maintained complete s‘l- 
ence’as to the objects for which they 
are fighting. Even on so crucial a 
matter as their intention in regard to 
Belgium, they have ‘nifor:ily doeclin- 
€d to give avy trusty, urthy indications 

Deplorably Vague 

“On the 24th of December last, 
however, Count Czernin, speaking on 
behalf of Austria-Hungary and her 
Allies, did make a pronouncement of| 
a kind deplorably vaguc We were} 
told that ‘it is not the intention’ of| 
the Central Powers ‘ty appropriate 
forcibly’ any of the occupied  terri- 
tories or “to rob of its independence’ 
any nation which lost its ‘political in- 
Ocpendence’ during the war. It is 
ebvious that almost any scheme of} 
conquest and annexation could be per- 
petuated within the literal interpreta- 
tion of such a pledge. 

“Does it mean that Belgium, Servia, 
Montenegro and Roumania will be as 
irdependent and free to direct their 
own destinies as Germany or any other 
nation? Or does it mean that all man-| 
ner of interferences and restrictios, 
political and economic, incompatible 
with the status and dignity of free and) 
self-respecting people, are to be im-| 


“If there is one kind of independ- 
ence for the great nation and an in- 
ferior kind of independence for the 
small nation, we must know what is 
meant, for equality of right among 
the nations, smatl as well as great, is 
one of the fundamental issues which 
this country and its Allies are fighting 
to establish in this war. 

Reparation Repudiated 

“Reparation for the wanton dam- 
age inflicted on Belgian towns’ and} 
villages and their inhabitants is em-} 
phatically repudiated. The rest of the 
socalled ‘offer’ of the Central Powers 
is almost entirely a refusal of all 
concessions, All suggestions about au- 
tonomy of nationalities are ruled out} 
of their peace terms altogether, The 
question as to whether any form of 
self-government is to be given to the 
Arabs, Armenians and Syrians is de- 
eclared to be entirely a matter for the 


“A precious wish for the protection 
of minorities insofar as it is practi-

Mere lip service to the formula of | 
no annexation and no indemnities. or| 
the right of self-determination is use- | 
less.

but Arabia, Armenia, Mesopotamia, 
Syria and Palestine are, in our judg- 
ment, entitled to recognition of their 
separate national ends. 

What the exact form of that recog- 
tion in each particular would be need 
not be discussed here beyond stating 
that it will be impossible to restore 
to their former sovereignty the terri- 
ties to which I have already referred, 

“Much has been said about arrange- 
ments which we have entered into 
with the Allies on this and other sub- 
jects, I can only say that as new cir 
cumstances, like the Russian collapse 
and separate Russian negotiations, 
have changed the conditions under 
which these arrangements were made, 
We are and always have been perfect- 
ly ready to discuss them with our Al- 
lies, 

German Colonies 

“Regarding the German colonies, T 
have repeatedly declared that they 
should be held at the disposal of a 
conference whose decision must have 
primary regard to the wishes and in- 
terests of the native inhabitants of 
None of those territor- 
jes are inhabited by Europeans, The 
governing consideration, therefore, in 
all these cases must be that the in- 
habitants should be placed under the 
control of an administration accepta- 
ble to themselves, one of whose main 
purposes would be to prevent their ex- 
ploitation for the benefit of Buropean 
capitalists and governinents, The na- 
tives live in various tribunal organt- 
zations under chiefs and councils who 
are competent to consult with and 
speak for their tribes and members 
and thus represent their wishes and 
interests in regard to their disposal. 
The general principle of national self- 
determination is, therefore, as applica- 
ble in their cases as in those of oceu- 
pled European territories. 

“The German 
natives of the German colonies have, 


through their military fidelity in war, | 


shown their attachment and resolve 
under all circumstances to remain with 
Germany, is applicable, not to the 
German colonies generally, but only 
to one of them; and in that case, 
namely, German East Africa, the Ger- 
man authorities secured the attach- 


ment, not of the native population as | 


whole, which {s and remains pro- 
foundly anti-German, but only of the 
small warlike class from whom their 
askaris (soldiers) were selected, 
These they attach to themselves by 
conferring on them a highly privileg- 
ed position as against the majority of 
the native population, whch enabled 
the askaris to assume a lordly and 
oppressive superiority over the rest of 
the natives. By this and other means 


they secured the attachment of a very | 


small and insignificanut minority, 
whose interests are directly opposed 
to the rest of the population, and for 
whom they have not the right to 
speak. Germany's treatment of the 
native 
been such as to amply justify fear of 
submitting the future of those col- 
onies to the wishes of the natives 
themselves. 
International Law 

“Finally, there must be reparation 
for injuries done in violation of inter- 
national law. The peace conference 
must not forget our seamen and the 
services they have rendered and the 
outrages they have suffered for the 
common cause of freedom, an omis- 
sion we notice in the proposal of the 


central powers which scems to 
us = especially regrettable, It ts} 
desirable, indeed essential, that the! 


settlement after this war be one which 
does not itself bear the seeds of 
future wars. 

“But that is not enough. However 
wisely and well we may make terri!- 
torial and other arrangements 


in 


controversy, Some, indeed, In- 
evitable, TMconomic conditions at the 
end of the war will be in the highest 
degree difficult.

“ion of beéf in England must be reduced at least one-half, aecord- 
ing to an officiai statement concerning the scarcity of meat. The 
Daify Mail says that meat will be the first food dealt with under 
Lord Rhondda’s compulsory rationing plan. Butter and margar- 
ine will follow meat, and other foods will be added as they be- 
come searce, All the chief foodstuffs, it adds, will be rationed by 
April. 

Throughout London today lines of persons desirous to buy 
eagerly competed for the limited supply of meat, which the fe- 
tailers were able to secure, Many shops, especially in the west 
end, did not open, as they had no meat to offer for sale. Others 
had laid in stocks of rabbits, which found a ready sale at 75¢ to 
a dollar each, 

Smithfield market, except for a few scraps, was bare, and 
many large wholesalers reported a total absence of supplies. 

Extraordinary scenes were witnessed: at the Smithfield mar- 
ket early this morning. Hundreds of butchers drove up in carts 
and motors and competed for the limited supply of beef and mut- 
ton. There were free fights in many places and the wholesalers 
had to suspend business owing to the press for supplies, which 
were 40 per, cent. less than the demand,
